FOR CARDINAL 


Plans Announced for 
Children’s Institution to 
Be Named for John J. 
Glennon—$5,000,000 to 
Be Raised. 


Pians for a campaign to raise 
$5,000,000 for a children’s hospital 
to be built as a memoria! to the 
late Cardinal John J. Glennon 
were announced yesterday by 
Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter. 

The Archbishop said he hoped 
the drive would progress satisfac- 
torily enough so that construction 
could begin within a year. 

As planned, the instituion, to be 
known as the Cardinal Glennon 
Memorial Hospital for Children, 
would be managed by a board of 
trustees representing all groups of 
citizens. 

Catholic nuns probably wilh be 
selected for the hospital staff, 
Archbishop Ritter said, pointing 
out that they comprise the most 
immediate source of supply for 
nurses and other hospital person- 
nel. 

Leo J. Wieck General Chairman. 

Leo J. Wieck, treasurer of May 
Department Stores Co., which op- 
erates Famous-Barr, is general 
chairman of the campaign. He 
said an announcement will be 
made later on the names of per- 
sons who will head committees in 
the drive. | 

Archbishop Ritter said general 
solicitation would begin after Jan. 
1 so as not to interfere with the 
Community Fund campaign, Ini- 
tial efforts in the drive will be di- 
rected to obtaining special gifts, 
_ pobre 4 from persons in St. 

uis and other parts of the coun- 

try who were friends and admirers 
of the late Cardinal, the Arch- 
bishop said. 
' In announcing the drive, Arch- 
bishop Ritter, who became head 
of the St. Louis archdiocese after 
the Cardinal’s death March 9, 1946, 
said: “Almost from the moment 
of my arrival I have been consid- 
ering a fitting memorial to Cardi- 
nal Glennon. . 

“TI was not alone in this idea. 
Many people discussed it with me. 
Their eagerness and enthusiasm 
impressed upon me the need of 
selecting the type of memorial 
which will not only honor the 
name and memory of this out- 
standing citizen but would have 
his own blessing were he atill 


among us. 
Fills An Urgent Need. 

“After long deliberation, the 
choice has been made. What has 
heartened me in the choice is that 
a hospital for children is urgently 
needed here to supplement exist- 
ing facilities. 

“Discussion with doctors con- 
firms this point. They explain that 
not only are there space -limita- 
tions in present hospitals, but the 
demands upon the staffs are such 
that there is not sufficient oppor- 
tunity for the development of spe- 
cial techniques required for the 
treatment of children. 

“Thus, with the Cardinal Glen- 
non Memorial Hospital for Chil- 
dren, St. Louis will be taking 
another step forward and making 
more secure its reputation as one 
of the leading hospital centers of 
the nation. 

“It is my belief all St. Louis will 
want to have a part in this memo- 
rial, which means so much to the 
future of this area.” 

The archbishop explained the 
hospital would be “for all young- 
sters who are in need of its ser- 
vices” and would not be limited to 
treatment of any particular di- 
sease. A site has not yet been 
selected, he said. 

Cardinal’s Love for City. 

Describing the affection the late 
Catholic prelate had for St. Louis, 
Archhishop Ritter declared: “It 
was fittingly characteristic that 
even as he lay dying in his native 
Ireland, his thoughts were here. 
Perhaps you remember his words: 
‘I must go back. I belong to St. 
Louis.’” 

The archbishop said he thought 
he knew well the story of Car- 
dinal Glennon’s accomplishments 
here, but “it was only after I 
came to succeed him—after I be- 
gan to learn at first hand the 
actual measure and scope of his 
work — that I understood his 
unique position in the hearts of 
all St. Louisans.” 

“One of his outstanding char- 
acteristics was his consuming in- 
terest in this community,” Arch- 
bishop Ritter continued. “His 
whole life was proof of his at- 
tachment and loyalty to St. Louis. 
He stood for and supported every 
movement aimed at genuine civic 
improvement. To him the walfare 
of this city and the surrounding 
areas was something akin to a

Any impressions St. Louisans 
may have gained that autumn 
slipped prematurely into town 
while they weren't looking will 
be corrected today, despite a pre- 
dicted 55-degree minimum temper- 
ature this morning, Weatherman 
Harry F. Wahlgren asserted. It’s 
going to get warmer, Wahlgren 
predicted. 

A high pressure area _ that 
moved directly south from ~-the 
Hudson Bay, instead of taking the 
expected southeasterly course, 
brought an unpredicted break in 
the heat wave to St. Louis Fri- 
day. 
“But we can’t expect.this sum- 
mer resort weather to last indefi- 
nitely,” Wahlgren said. “The tem- 
perature ought to get into the 
80’s by this afternoon.” 

The first drop in temperature, 
about 2 d’clock Friday afternoon, 
was followed a short time later 
by scattered showers of varying 
intensity. The cool front reached 
the .city by evening, and at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning the tem- 
perature had dropped to 63. 

Brisk winds which accompanied 
the change in weather were not 
an unmixed blessing as far as 
hay fever sufferers were con- 
cerned. There was'scarcely a dry 
eye among those allergic to rag- 
weed when the pollen count yes- 
terday morning read 325.

An expectant mother who dis- 
appeared, leaving two children in 
her room at the Terminal Hotel, 
was being sought by police last 
night. 

The mother registered as Mrs. 
Jane Clark Sorvig, 29 years old, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., when she 
checked into the hotel at 1820 
Market street Thursday with the 
children, Betty, 6, and Billy, 5. 

The room clerk told police the 
woman informed him at 12:30 
a.m, yesterday she was ill and 
was going to a haspital, but would 
return.

Plans for expansion of existing 
service car operations and revival 
of lines which went out of exist- 
ence during the war were 4an- 
nounced yesterday by the United 
Service Cars, Inc., which has mu- 
nicipal permits for the operation 
of passenger limousine service 
along specified routes. 

Dewey Godfrey, general counsel 
for the firm, said that the com- 
pany had placed an order for 100 
specially - built eight - passenger 
automobiles which will be placed 
in operation as quickly as deliv- 
eries are made. The first of the 
cars are expected in about three 
weeks, he said. 

The company will own and op- 
erate the limousines, hiring driv- 
ers, he said. This will permit the 
firm to establish regular sched- 
ules of operation, he explained. 

The first cars to be delivered 
will be assigned to the Delmar, 
Lindell and Page routes which the 
company operated in former years. 
At present the company is op- 
erating only 22 cars on the Del- 
mar and South Broadway routes. 
Before the last war, it operated 
at one time a total of 437 cars on 
12 routes in the cit¥. Most of the 
cars were owned by their drivers. 

Wartime shortages of vehicles, 
tires, gasoline and drivers forced 
the firm to reduce its operations. 
In addition, the growing popular- 
ity of street car and bus passes 
decreased the service cars’ pas- 
Senger total. 

Cut in P. 8. Co. Carriers. 

With the most recent fare in- 
crease granted for street cars and 
busses by the Public Service Com- 
mission and the abolition of 
passes there came an announce- 
ment also that the number of 
street cars and busses in opera- 
tion had been reduced. This 
caused Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
and members of the city adminis- 
tration to announce that they 
would encourage the resumption 
of service car operations in the 
city to provide competition with 
the street car and bus system 
operators. 

Street car and bus fares were 
increased to 12 cents and fare on 
expréss busses to 15 cents. 

No service car fare schedule 
has as yet been drawn up, God- 
frey said. The city ordinance pro- 
vides for a maximum of 25 cents. 
Before the war, the company 
charged the maximum fare dur- 
ing peak hours, 15 cents during 
off-peak hours, and 10 cents be- 
tween Grand boulevard and the 
city limits, 

Godfrey said the company was 
studying the possibility of estab- 
lishing similar fares, or some sort 
of zone fare system. 4 

Increased Demand. 

The tompany has decided to re- 
sume the operation of service cars 
on a larger scale, Godfrey said, 
because of the increased demand 
for such gervice since the series 
of fare increases had been 
granted to the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. 

Since the passes were abolished, 
the company’s office has been 
deluged with telephone calls ask- 
ing that the service car lines be 
re-established or augmented, he 
said. 

The order for the machines has 
been placed with the Checker Cab 
Co. of Kalamazoo, Mich., which 
manufactures similar: vehicles for 
service car operators in Chicago, 
he said.

Moscow Urges Yugoslavs 
to Change Leaders — 
Points to ‘Democratic’ 
Removal. of Browder in 


U.S. 


LONDON, Aug. 20 (UP)—The 
Soviet Union warned Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz today that it 
would be “forced to resort to ef- 
fective measures” if necessary to 
defend Soviet citizens in Yugo- 
slavia, and urged Yugoslavs to 
change their leadership. 3 

The Moscow radio broadcast th 
text of a new 3000-word Russian 
note to Yugoslavia, charging that 
“Gestapo methods of rule prevail” 
throughout that country and that 
the “Communist party of Yugo- 
slavia has become a branch of the 
political police.” 

The Russian note rejected an 
earlier Yugoslav charge that the 
Cominform resolution excommuni- 
cating Tito was “criminal,” saying 
that “only two governments in Eu- 
rope regard the resolution as 
a criminal leaflet. They are the 
Greek and Spanish.” 

Cites Cominform Resolution. 

The Soviet note cited the Com- 
inform: resolution of last year 
which called on the people of 
Yugoslavia to “remove” their lead- 


ers if they did not “admit and cor- 
rect their mistakes,” and claimed 
the resolution merely’ had advo- 
cated “democratic” change, and 
the election of. new leadership. 

The note pointed to the -re- 
moval of Earl Browder from the 
leadership of the Communist party 
of the United States, and added: 

“In Marxist parties, congresses 
are held, not. to éxtol the leaders, 
but to discuss the activity of the 
existing leadérship with a critical 
eye and, if necessary, to renew 
the leadership or replace it with 
a& new one. 

“In all Marxist parties where 
there is internal party democracy, 
such a method of changing the 
leadership is natural and entirely 
normal.” 


* Persecution Charge. 


The broadcast document.  de- 
clared that Russian refugees in 
Yugoslavia still were being per- 
secuted despite earlier Soviet 
warnings, and declared that “the 
Soviet government will have to 
resort to... more effective means 
to protect the rights and interests 
of Soviet citizens in Yugoslavia 
and bring order to the unre- 
strained Fascist offenders.” 

The Soviet note did not specify 
what “measures” it had in mind. 

It said that the declarations of 
the Yugoslav Government “plainly, 
are worth more than similar 
declarations once made by Hitler 
and Mussolini.” 

The note made no mention of 
Tito’s recent statement that Yugo- 
slavia has an army of 500,000 men 
ready to fight any aggressor, in- 
cluding Russia. 

Today’s note was the Iatest of 
a series of bitter exchanges be- 
tween Russia and Yugoslavia 
growing out of the “excommunica- 
tion” of Tito by the Cominform 
little more than a year ago. 

The Russian document replied 
to a Yugoslav note of July 30, 
which in turn replied to a Soviet 
note of July 25 accusing Tito’s 
government of beating, tortyring 
and unlawfully arresting Russians 
in Yugoslavia. 

Today’s note rejected the July 
30 Yugoslav document as “intern- 
ally false and politically ground- 
less." The broadcast said that 
the new note was delivered to 
Belgrade two days ago. 


Torture Charged. 


“The Yugoslay Government 
maintains utter silence about the 
facts of the unbearable and in- 
human prison regime of the ar- 
rested Soviet citizens, as a result 


by tortures, beatings and depriva- 
tion of food to an extremely ill 
state, endangering their lives,” 
the note said. 


|, “Instead of replying to these ac- 


cusations ... the Yugoslav Gov-

Arleigh Spurlock, 39, a business 
school teacher, became ill last 
September. He recovered, but 
spent months recuperating. Doc- 
tors were not sure of the nature 
of his illness. 

Husband Released. 

Spurlock and his wife were 
taken into custody while driving 
through Memphis, but Spurlock 
was released, 

The Indiana University Medical 
Center reported yesterday that 
Mrs, Dearing died of arsenic pois- 
oning and Indiana authorities 
broadcast an alert for Mrs, Spur- 
lock. 

She refused to allow an autopsy 
when her mother died. Authori- 
ties exhumed the body Aug. 3 at 
Huntingburg, Ind., and sent it to 
the university for tests. 

Sheriff Frank McDonald has re- 
quested that Dearing’s body also 
be exhumed, but no action has 
yet been taken. McDonald said 
that he would go to Memphis to 
pick up Mrs. Spurlock, 

Mrs. Spurlock told Memphis au- 
thorities that she was unaware of 
the Indiana warrant when she 
and. her husband left Evansville. 
yesterday. Memphis police said 
they did not question her because 
they did not know the facts in the 
case. 

Mrs. Spurlock, clad in a tight 
yellow sweater and dove gray 
slacks, smiled as she posed for 
photographers at .the Memphis 
jail. She told an attorney obtained 
for her that she was “surprised” 
at the Indiana charges. 

Her attorney said Spurlock was 
suffering from arthritis and was 
on his way to Hot Springs, Ark., 
for treatment. On his release, 
Spurlock was permitted to make 
an “X” as receipt for the return 
of his property, when he told po- 
lice he was unable to sign his 
name because of his condition. 


Went to Serve at Sick Bed. 

Mrs, Dearing died after.a short 
iliness at her daughter’s home. 
She fell ill on a visit to take care 
of her son-in-law who was fre- 
covering from his mysterious ill- 
ness. She died four hours after 
her admission to the hospital. 

After Mrs. Dearing’s death, her 
husband gave up their home at 
Huntingburg and went to live 
with the Spurlocks. He became 
ill in February and died in a hos- 
pital April 5. 

Sheriff Frank McDonald said 
he learned that Mrs. Dearing had 
a $1500 life insurance policy 
naming her husband and Mrs. 
Spurlock as beneficiaries. He said 
Dearing later assigned his share 
of the policy to his daughter. Five 
days before Dearing died, McDon- 
ald said, he made a will leaving 
his estate to Mrs. Spurlock.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (AP)— 
Individual incomes shot to a new 
high last year in “nearly every 
state.” The average hit $1410 for

each person, the Department of 


Commerce reported today. 


The department said the aver- 
age rose 7 per cent over 1947. The 
figure that year was $1319 per 
person. 

The report covered individual 
income from all Sources. This 
forms the chief soufce of con- 
sumer buying power. Payments 
cover everything from interest on 
bonds or dividends on stocks to 
relief: checks-and old-age pensions. 

Wages and salaries are the big. 
item, but also included are profits 
of unincorporated businesses, in- 
cluding farms. So are rents re- 
ceived by landlords—in fact, all 
income of individuals as distin- 
guished from corporations, 

The dollar total of individual in- 
come payments for the nation, 206 
billion’ dollars in 1948, bettered 
1947 by 9 per cent. (The individ- 
ual average went up less because 
of a large relative gain in popu- 
lation.) 

The largest regional gain in 
total income from 1947 to 1948 was 
12 per cent credited to eight cen- 
tral states, Missouri, Illinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Ohio and Wiscoasin. 

From a per capita or average 
standpoint, New York led the 
country with $1891 in 1948 while 
Mississippi was at the bottom 
with $758.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (APf-~ 
Senator Mundt (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, said today that a full in- 
quiry is under way into reports 
that Maj. Gen. Harry H. Vaughan 
of St. Louis once intervened at the 
Department of Agriculture in be- 
half of makers of alcoholic bey- 
erages. 

Mundt, member of the Senate 
spetial investigating subcommit- 
tee, made the announcement 
after two Senatorial sources. said 
Vaughan gave a Government of- 
ficial “particular hell” about the 
grain rationing order which af- 
fected breweries and distillers. - 

Vaughan is President Truman’s 
military aide. His name has 
woven in and out of testimony at 
the Senate inquiry into whether 
improper influence has played a 
part in the handling of Govern- 
ment business.

Official Returning to Capital. 

Afterward, Mundt told report~ 
ers that committee investigators 
have been trying to get in. touch 
with Nate Koenig, who reportedly 
took a tongue - lashing from 
Vaughan in connection with the 
grain episode. Koenig, now an 
assistant to Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Brannan, is on the way home 
frm Puerto Rico. He is expected 
in Washington Monday. . 

Senate sources said the inci- 
dent occurred in either 1946 or 
1947, They said Vaughan at that 
time asked Clinton P. Anderson, 
then Secretary of culture, 
whether there was likely to be 
any change in a federal order 
which restricted the use of grain 
in alcoholic beverages. 

Anderson, who now is a Senator 
from New Mexico, reportedly said 
no change was contemplated. 
Later developments, however, did 
bring a tightening of the grain 
rationing order. 

The Senate officials who gave 
the account to reporters said that 
thereupon Vaughan got a call 
from somebody in Milwaukee rep- 
resenting brewery interests. They 
named the caller as Harry Hoff- 
man, Milwaukee advertising man 
listed by Vaughan as one of the 
donors of seven deep-freezers - 
which Vaughan in turn gave te 
Washington notables. 

In Milwaukee, however, Hoff- 
man said today: “It was not I 
who made the call, I know noth- 
ing of the incident.” 

Protests Against Order. 

Continuing the account, the Sen- 
ate officials said: 

“Vaughan’s caller protested 
about the change in the ration 
order. Vaughan then tried to 
phone Anderson, but he was out 
of town, So Vaughan talked to 
Nate Koenig. : 
“Vaughan gave Koenig particu- 
lar hell about the rationing order.” 
Vaughan reportedly protested 
that .Anderson should have in- 
formed the White House before 
the order was revised. Koenig 
and Anderson took no action on 
the protest, and the new order

Secretary of the Interior Krug 
told the delegates they could help 
turn the best dreams of the world 
into reality. He termed the con- 
ference one of the greatest ad- 
ventures of the human will and 
mind in this century. 


Conservation of natural _re- 
sources, he said, can bring about 
improvement. in the standard of 
living throughout the world, par- 
ticularly in under-developed areas, 

And, he added, “Real conserva- 
tion can remove the economic 
pressures and fears of scarcity 
which have always played a large 
part in bringing on wars,” 

He pledged the. aid of the United 
States to obtain substantial. help, 
both in technology and _ invest- 
ment; for development of back- 
ward countries when programs for 
such development are shaped up. 
This was the celebrated “bold new 
program”— point 4 of President 
Truman's inaugural address. 


In addressing the delegates, 
| Krug didn't talk in terms of dol- 
lars and cents on this subject. He 
told reporters lafer government 
participation would be limited to 
helping with exploratory studies, 
but “competent experts” had in- 
formed him that when the time 
was ripe, and money could be in- 
vested under the proper “institu- 
tional climate” and “political at- 
mosphere,” American private in- 
vestors would make available 300 
billion dollars for the “bold new 
program.” That figure, he added, 
was dependent on assurance that 
American investors in foreign en- 
terprises would be treated fairly.

“There is not the slightest 
question in my mind,” Krug 
said, “that scientists and engi- 
neers can find and develop food, 
fuels and materials to meet the 
world’s ‘increasing population 
and greatly improved standard 
of living. 

“I do not side with those who 
view with alarm the increasing 
world population and the de- 
creas reserves of some things 
which now appear to be essen- 
tial to our standard of living.”

rado, where he is vacationing, 
Egenriether told the Post-Dispatch 
he had not been in contact with 
St. Louis and was unaware of re- 
cent developments which followed 
Mayor Darst’s quick acceptance 
of the resignation. 

“Since I’ve been out of touch 
with things I can’t say definitely 
right now what I will do when I 
get home, but I certainly won't 
object to talking with the Mayor,” 
Egenriether said. 

“On the matter of withdrawing 
my resignation, my mind is not 
made up, but I will give it serious 
thought.” 

Mayor Revises Stand. 

He expressed interest in Fri- 
day’s change of position by the 
Mayor, who said he would not ob- 
ject to Egenriether’s return as 
chief, and that he would be glad 
to confer with him. However, he 
insisted that Egenriether submit 
to a civil service examination for 
the job. Darst earlier had said he 
would not consider taking him 
back. 

The chief said he would return 
to St. Louis in about a weck. “My 
wife and I are just driving around 
the country, having a good time,” 
he said. 

Egenriether resigned Aug. 3 
rather than recommend economy 
dismissal of 124 firemen. Darst, 
after accepting the resignation, 
said it would not be necessary to 
dismiss the firemen after all. 

Egenriether’s resignation ac- 
tually will not be effective until 
Sept. 10, when his vacation ends. 

R. Elliott Scearce, personnel di- 
rector, took issue with the Mayor’s 
position that Egenriether should 
take a civil service examination, 
pointing out that he took it years 
ago and is still chief, Under civil 
service regulations Egenriether 
eannot take the examination, 
which is promotional in nature 
and intended for lower-ranking 
members of the department, 
Scearce said.

The vote was 398 for the Mine, 


for the rival CIO Progressive 
Metal Workers Council. Five per- 
sons voted for no union represen- 
tation and 18 ballots were chal- 
lenged. 

The election results, announced 
last night by Howard W. Kleeb, 
regional director of the NLRB, 
give the smelter workers’ union 
exclusive bargaining rights for 
about 800 workers at the plant 
and open the way to discussions 
with the company, which could 
lead to an end of the strike that 
has kept the American Zinc em- 
ployes idle for more than a year. 
- Jesse R. VanCamp, member of 
the executive board of the Smelt- 
er Workers’ Union, said last night 
that his organization would ap- 
proach the company officials im- 
mediately to open talks for a con- 
tract. 

“We are ready to start bar- 
gaining any time the company *‘is,” 
VanCamp said, “but the strike 
will continue until a new agree- 
ment is reached.” 

Yesterday’s election was the 
second in which the Progressive 
Metal Workers Council has failed 
to win a majority’ among the 
strikers, who were members of 
the Smelter Workers when they 
walked out Aug. 12, 1948.

Dr. Smith said he had conferred 
with Philip J. Hickey, superintend- 
ent of instruction for public 
schools, and Dr. Lloyd Tate, direc- 
tor of health and hygiene for the 
schools, and’all agreed that classes 
this year should open at the usual 
time. 

“Parents are assured that the 
opening of schools will have no 
effect in increasing the incidence 
of polio,” the health commissioner 
said. “This has been demon- 
strated time and again in other 
large cities when schools have 
been opened during an epidemic 
of polio.” 

Public and parochial schools in 
St. Louis are scheduled to open 
their fall session Sept. 6. 

Citing statistics to show the de- 
cline in poliomyelitis, Dr. Smith 
said there were 23 cases reported 
in St. Louis for the week that 
ended yesterday—a reduction of 10 
cases from the previous week. 

The previous week’s cases, in 
turn, were five less than the 38 
reported in the week ending Aug. 
6—the heaviest of the outbreak. 

To date the number of resident 
cases of the disease in St. Louis 
this year totals 182, compared with 
66 in the same period in 1946, pre- 
vious peak year, Dr. Smith pointed 
out.

Two Arab goatherds made the 
original discovery &bout two years 
ago while fighting was raging in 
Palestine.

“The American Schools of Ori; 
ental Research are now using their 
good offices to make the material 
in the United States available to 
all scholars in Israel and England, 
or anywhere else, who have por- 
tions of these ancient - Hebrew 
manuscripts at hand,” said Prof.

Key Links in Research. . 

“Scholars throughout the world 
regard the discovery of these He- 
brew manuscripts, and the many 
fragments which Have been found jf 
also, as key links in completing 
our knowledge about an import- 
ant period of Judaism. 
“Their importance can be com- 
pared with the finding of the fa- 
mous ‘Codex Sinaiticus’ by the 
scholar Tischendorff in the latter 
part of the nineteenth century. 
Tischendorff found in the monas- 
tery of St. Catherine on Mount 
Sinai a fourth century A.D, Gréek 
manuscript “of the Bible. 
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the material in this country, are 
‘even more ancient than the fa- 
‘mous Nash Papyrus, which here- 
‘tofore was the’ oldest Biblical 
fragment.” 


Prof. Kraeling, who is chairman 
of the department of Near East- 
ern languages and literatures at 
Yale, said the Manuscripts showed 
the ravages of timé. There were 
many tears, gaps and Missing sec- 
tions, 

The Isaiah scroll shows a dark- 
ened center where many readers 
had held.and rolled it while it 
was in use.

» . No Significant Changes. 


“These manuscripts tell us a 
good deal about the reliability of 


‘the traditional Hebrew text of the 


Bible,” said Prof. Kraeling. “They 


‘show us .that ancient variations 
do not significantly change the 


reading of the text. 

“The material which has eeil 
found to be supplementary to the 
Biblical text—hymns, rules of dis- 
cipline of a sect, and materials 
here and abroad—tells us a great 
deal we have not known hereto- 
fore about this phase of Jewish 
hstory. We do have many apoc- 
ryphal books in existence, but this 
new information supplements our 


information tremendously.”

One is that a political 
emergency, possibly an invasion 
by Romans, caused ancient He- 
brews to hide the sacred texts.

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BIPARTISAN FOREIGN POLICY 


BUCKLING A

HE antagonistic role played by Repub- 
Tine leaders this week in the House re- 

duction of the Administration’s arms aid 
program was the clearest of many recent 
signs that the structure of bipartisanship in 
United States foreign policy may be_buck- 
ling at the joints. 

The surging character of the rebellion 
was freflected Thursday ir the key roll call 
vote slashing the arms program by half. A 
total of 137 Republicans joined 71 Demo- 
crats and one American-Laborite {o rebuff 
the Administration’s insistence that the 
whole program was essential. Much of the 
cut May eventually be restored in House- 
Senate. conference, but the ferocity of the 
Houge attack casts a threatening shadow 
over the bipartisan honeymoon. 

In the Senate side, moreover, the Repub- 
lican symbol of bipartisan co-operation of 
foreign affairs, Arthur -H. Vandenberg of 
Michigan, has been showing definite signs 
of restiveness. His attitude became known 
When he also made a critical estimate of 
the arms aid program, making no secret of 
his belief it had been mismanaged by the 
White House from the #tart. He iet it be 
understood that thé Administration had 
failed to take. him into its confidence in 
advance, 


A Sort of “Loyal Opposition.” 
Diehard isolationists and other sincere 


critics of our foreign policy, including Unit-' 


ed Nations supporters who feel that exces- 
sive militarism and fear are driving East 
and West into inevitable catastrophe, have 
provided for years a sort of “loyal opposi- 
tion” to the bipartisan effort. 

Their voices have had little effect, but 
the new rumble of dissension is significant 
because the muted noise comes from the 
camp of bipartisan supporters. 

Not only Vandenberg, but Republicans 
like Lodge, Smith and lately Dulles are 
said to be increasingly critical of Admin- 
istration faulty timing in handling for- 
eign issues, and of its apparent unwilling- 
ness to give the Republicans. full credit 
for past bi-partisan co-operation, 

The schism Was aggr@vated when the 
Democrats, after their campaign victory 
last year, sliced minority representation 
on the vital Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

With Congressional elections coming up 
next year, a further breach in the bipartisan 
ranks may be expected. “Senator Robert A. 
Taft, with an eye on the Ohio election in 
1950 and a possible presidential nomination 
two years later, has swiftly come to the fore 
as a critic of foreign implementation meas- 
ures, challenging the Senate G.O.P. leader- 
ship of Vandenberg. in the international 
field. 

Taft and many. of his colleagues are 
economy-minded. They afe opposed to 
swollen. ‘military budgets and to tax in- 
creases,’ and their opposition has increased 
in inverse ratio to the slackening, during the 
past six months, of international tension and 
“war psychology.” 

Ner did they overlook the statement of 
Senator Dulles, during dehate on the Atlan- 
tic Pact a few weeks ago, that at the Paris

The Republican party swung over to the 
idea. of postwar internationalism slowly 
but steadily. With Wendell Willkie in the 
forefront of the “one world” concept, the 
party’s national committee in 1942 adopted 
a resolution asserting the nation’s obliga- 
tion to help bring understanding among 
the nations of the world. In 1943, at 
Mackinac Island, the party's Postwar Ad- 
visory Council approved “responsible par- 
ticipation” by this country in a co-opera- 
tive organization of sovereign nations to at- 
tain permanent peace. 


By autumn of 1943, when the House 
voted on the Fullbright resolution and the 
Senate on the corollary Connally resolution 
committing the legislative branch to a post- 
war world organization, overwhelming pass- 
age reflected the high degree of \harmony 
between the major parties on the subject. 

As the presidential election of 1944 drew 
near, Secretary of State Hull, discussing 
questions of foreign policy in an address, 
said ‘“‘the supreme importance of these 
problems should lift them far above the 
realm of partisan «considerations or party 
politics.” 

Hull thereafter made it a practice to con- 
fer with leading Republicans, in and out of 
Congress, on foreign affairs. but his succes- 
sors advanced bipartisanship a long step 
forward by actually enlisting members of 
the opposite party as participants in the con- 
Struction of the United Nations and in 
peacemaking. When the Republicans won

Carrier vs. Long-Range Bomber.

Per- 
haps there is a place for both types of 
planes, but the Air Force will not concede 
that carriers are able to project the atom 
bomb .with success.

Longer Year AND More Teachers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

May I add my bit to the hornets’ nest 
stirred up by the proposal of New Hamp- 
shire University to lengthen the school 
season. 


There is no doubt that young people 
need guidance’ for more than nine 
months and that many parents are un- 
willing and unable to give guidance dur- 
ing the long vacation. That does not 
mean that it is desirable to stuff heads 
continuously with formal education, but 
it does mean that the education program 
could be spread over a longer period 
witn a less crowded day-to-day schedule. 
It could include nature study, the arts 
and crafts and athletics according to 
season. 

But don't “rob Peter to pay Paul.” 
Most teachers worthy of the name have 
a sense of service which dominates the 
mere dollar struggle so prevalent in the 
“market place.” Yet they are human be- 
ings (and sensitive ones by nature and 
training) and have the same urge for 
a good life as anyone else. There are 
three primary things that help make a 
good life: 

1, Intelligence enough to choose satis- 
fying occupation. 

2. Money enough to buy satisfying ma- 
terial comforts. 

: 3. Enough time for satisfying recrea- 
ion. 

Dissatisfied people cause most of the 
trouble in the world. Teachers for the 
most part are satisfied with their pro- 
fession and also with the three-month 
“re-creation” period which they use 
profitably for self-improvement § and 
needed refreshment. They are not whol- 
ly satisfied with their present salaries 
but are hopeful of improvement in that. 

So you see there are two out of three 
satisfactory conditions in the teaching 
profession as it is. Shall we turn around 
the ratio in the other direction by cut- 
ting their vacation period? I think not, 
because we should then be cutting effi- 
ciency and satisfaction. 

Therefore, if we are to meet this need 
of young people for a longer school year 
and yet be fair to our teachers, a corps 
of part-time teachers could be employed 
for the additional months. There are 


’ many good teachers who, for one rea- 


s0n or another, would welcome a short 
‘teaching period.

liminary discussions are to start this week. The 


talks can have such far-reaching effects on. pros- 
perity and on the continued good relations of 
England and the United States that they demand 
the utmost attention and understanding. 

- The over-all question, of course, is the British 
economic problem, Secretary Snyder seems 
sure that there is one simple answer: devalua- 
tion of the pound. Why he is so sure of this is 
a puzzle. Devaluation Has been resisted not 
only by Sir Stafford Cripps. It has been brushed 


aside as-a, questionable remedy by many Amerti- 


can, British and continental economists. 

Now that the dollar ig the ruler of the mone- 
tary world, Britain needs more dollars. The ob- 
vious way to get them is for the British to sell 
more goods in the United States. ‘This could be 
done by lowering prices. ‘And the easiest way 
to do that, argue the devaluationists, is to cut 
the dollar value of the pound. If a British item 
now priced at 10 pounds sells for $40 in this 
country, it would cost only $20 if the pound 
were devalued by 50 perf cent—a purely hypo- 


thetical figure used only for easy illustration— — 


and sales to American buyers might be doubled. 
Actually, the business is not as simple as 


that. Under such a plas Britain would have to.‘ 


produce twice as many items to get no. more 
dollars than now. Since the British already 
have broken all their production records, this 
seems almost impossible. Further, to produce 
twice as many items, the British would have to 
use twice as much material and almost twice as 
much labor. On top of that, raw materials bought 
from the United States or any other dollar coun- 
try would cost twice as much. 

Many British producers probably would fold 
up under such staggering increases in costs. 
That would mean large scale. unemployment. 
Others would have to cut wages. Costs of gov- 
ernmental relief would mount in the face of de- 
clining governmental revenues. There probably 
would be strikes, discontent and political uncer- 
tainty. And what a chance for the Communists 
to scream: “Uncle Shylock!” 

The first effect of devaluation probably would 
be an increase in prices to offset the cut in the 
value of the pound. That is what happened 
when the franc was devalued. Furthermore, 
confidence in the French currency was under- 
mined. It fell tognew depths in the black markets. 
In view of this, one wonders incidentally why 
Mr. Snyder has made such favorites of the 
French monetary men while scolding the British. 

There is no panacea for the British problem, 


which happens to be part of a world problem . 


arising out of the enormous cost of the war. A 
mild monetary reform coupled with other basic 
measures might be of some help. But no drastic 
nostrum. should be prescribed at a time when 
British stability is so essential. As Walter Lipp- 
mann recently suggested. the United States may 
have to help a hard-pressed friend not on a basis 
of commercial profit, but for the sake of the 
higher values ifivolved in international co- 
operation.

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Hawaii's Cry for Help 

Striking Hawaiian Jongshoremen and their 
employers have agreed that they cannot agree, 
but that most certainly ought to, so they have 
called for help from Federal Conciliator Cyrus 
Ching. If this seems to be an oblique approach 
to labor relations, it is not unusual. 

The immediate issue lies ‘between the going 
hourly wage of $1.40 and the union’s demand 
for $1.72. Whatever the merits of the case, the 
fact is that the stevedore companies have of- 
fered increases of 8, 12 and 14 cents an hour. 
The CIO longshoremen union clung to its de- 
mand for 32 cents, and never suggested less. 

As a sample of adamancy on the other side, 
the union did offer to arbitrate, even with a panel 
composed of Hawaiian business men—as long as 
they weren’t members of the dominant Big Five 
shipping and planting interests. The employers 
had accepted arbitration of disputes arising un- 
der the previous contract, but they absolutely 
refused to arbitrate on a new contract. 

Between the two attitudes, there was very 
little to bargain about> So the strike has pro- 
ceeded for 113 days, to the tune of immense 
losses of wages and profits, and to the vast in- 
jury of other companies and workers dependent 
on Hawaii's vital export trade. : 

Only at this point did the longshoremen and 
their employes take another look at the strike 
weapon. The strike is supposed to force action 
on a settlement when negotiation fails, but often 
the result is renewed negotiation when the strike 
fails. So badly hurt that they were compelled to 
do something, the two sides called for help. 

This is not a settlement, of course, but it is

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More Dismissals in Kansas City 


Four more 1946 vote fraud indictments have - 


been dismissed in the state circuit court in Kan- 
sas City. Of the more than 70 indictments re- 
turned by the county grand jury, only one still 
remains on the docket. All the others have been 
dismissed. The state record shows not a single 
conviction. And only two men are serving fed- 
eral sentences. 

While asking that the remaining state case 
be kept on the docket, Prosecutor Henry J. Fox 
Jr. admitted that he was by no means sure that 
a conviction can be obtained. The difficulty is 
lack of evidence. 

In most of these cases, the chief evidence was 
in the fraudulent ballots themselves. And those 
wete stolen, brazenly stolen from the vaults of 
the election commissioners in the Jackson Coun- 
ty courthouse. And the thieves must have been 
clever indeed since the FBI, so successful in so 
many other cases, has never been able to crack 
this one.

It is not too soon éo0 start deciding—to 
start deciding who shall be allowed to do 
what, and when, and under which condi- 
tions, with crude vibrations which transmit 
the raucous ferocity of sound-trucks broad- 
casting the unsolicited solicitations of politi- 
cal candidates, or the zooming of airplanes 
as they practice the hedge-hop 10 feet 
above our chimneys, or the motor-horn 
chorus of remonstrance against a traffic 
jam, or the erotic protestations of a radio 
crooner who is turned loose in a motor 
bus where passengers are defenseless un- 
less they pull the cord and get off, forfeit- 
ing the remainder of their fares. 


But why heap up the horrors? The 
list of grievances is too long, too fresh in 
the daily experience of everyone. 

It appears that there is such a thing as 
Acoustical Hygiene. City administrations 
should be as strict about regulations gov- 
erning acoustical health as they now are 
about drainage, plumbing, garbage, light- 
ing, heating and fire-escapes. 


Building codes and zoning laws need to 
be revised with a view to protecting home-

DAMASCUS, Aug. 20.

in talks among Moslem powers and in London. The Arab League, 
handiwork of Anthony Eden, and once Britain’s main contrivance 
for the world of Islam, is being cast off and left to sink. 


League was centered on Palestine, The defeat of both British and 
Arab arms by the Israeli army and guerrillas broke its prestige. 


The new agreement will move 
the British epicenter of control 
farther eastward, centering it on 
the British oilfields of Iraq and 
Iran, and in the Persian Gulf. 

The member states, it appears, 
will be the tiny Arab kingdom of 
Trans-Jordan, which so often 
points the route of British policy, 
the other and larger Hashimite 


Arab kingdom of Iraq, and Iran 
and Pakistan. On the extreme 
east, Afghanistan is a _ possible 
member. On the Mediterranean, 
Cyrenaica, under British trustee- 
ship still unauthorized by the 
United Nations, is an eventual 
candidate. 

The abandonment of the Arab 
League has become necessary be- 
cause of the bitter recrimination 
that has broken out, among its 
members. On one side are Brit- 
ain’s satellite Trans-Jordan and 
semi-satellite Iraq; on the other 
are Egypt, Syria, Lebanon, and 
Saudi-Arabia and its semi-satellite, 
Yemen. 

The theme of the recrimination 
has been that King Abdullah, pre- 
sumably at British suggestion, 
made a low-cost armistice with 
Israel, selling’ out the joint war. 


The bitter Arabs, especially offi- 
cers of the Egyptian and Syrian 
armies, charge that the British 
were behind the unexplained re- 
treat of Trans-Jordan’s Arab 
Legion, which left the Egyptian 
and Syrian armies exposed. The 
Arab Legion is British-subsidized 
and its chief of staff is Glubb 
Pasha, a Briton. 

The British,- unwilling to be 
kicked around on the field of 
inter-Arab  recrimination, have 
pulled out eastward where Islam 
is farther from the sour issue of 
Palestine, hence less disunited. 


Role for Iran. 


This month the talks have cen- 
tered in Tehran in Irah, a state 
which is not Arab at all and only 
partly Moslem. Iran is evidently 
intended as the common denomi- 
nator between the two Hashimite 
kingdoms of the Areb world on 
the west and the Moslem states of 
Pakistan and Afghanistan on the 
east. 

Pakistan, with 70,000,000 popula- 
tion, would be the most important 
member of the pact numerically, 
having more than all the others 
put together; but the two Arab 
states, with Iran, retain their im- 
portance strategically because of 


oil and because of being on the 
land bridge Russia must cross 
to the Middle East.

still undrafted agreement, leans 
on United States help for arms, 
it is presumed that Britain has 
come to some understanding with 
Washington about the tendency 
of the new.pact.

Iraq’s Regent Abdul-Ilah, - hold- 
ing royal duties for his schoolboy 
nephew, King Feisal, visited Teh- 
ran recently, to discuss the pact 
with the Shah, it is presumed; so 
has Pakistan’s Prime Minister 
Liaquat Ali Khan. 

Overlaps Former Pact. 

Geographically the new pact 
overlaps the Saadabad Pact of 
1937, renewed in 1942, but now 
.dormant, which was started by 
Turkey and includes Iraq, Iran 
and Afghanistan. 

But Turkey, an American- 
backed state, and Saudi Arabia, 
another American-dependent state, 
are not being invited into Britain’s 
new agreement. King Abdullah 
went out of his way recently to 
say that Turkey was a threat to 
the northern cities of Syria, like 
Aleppo. The King’s charge was 
fiercely denied by Syria’s late 
Prime Minister Mouhzan Barazi. 
It may have been aimed merely to 
cold-shoulder Turkey out of the 
British design. 

While moving its diplomatic 
center eastward, Britain is still 
leaning strongly on its coming 
showdown with Egypt over the 
shipment of arms, the thawing of 
Egypt’s frozen credit of 1,200,000.- 
000 pounds, the military occupa- 
tion of the Suez Canal, and the 
disposal of the Sudan. 

In Turkey, Syria and Lebanon, 
talk is being heard of asking the 
United States to promote an Anti- 
Communist alliance of the eastern 
Mediterranean, with Egypt and 
Turkey to hold down the ends.

If, on the other hand, the Indo- 
mesians are “unreasonable” in 
their attitude toward Dutch inter- 
ests, the Dutch say they will guar- 
antee: themselves an economic 
and political debacle, and will de- 
liver a cruel blow to The Nether- 
lands which may change the whole 
natrre of its economy and alter 
its position as a smali but stable 
pillar in the structure of Western 
Europe. 

The people of The Netherlands 
hope that the United States will 
now exert the same degree of 
‘ pressure in favor of “tolerance 
and understanding” on the Indo- 
nesians that it previously exerted 
on the Dutch. 

What the Dutch Want. 

In the coming round table dis- 
cussions, the Dutch will ask the 
Indonesians to agree: 

1. To respect foreign property 
rights. 

Dutch investments, which are 
7 per cent of the total of all 
foreign investments in Indonesia, 
are estimated at $1,500,000,000.

The Dutch have solid figures to 
show that Indonesia needs the 
services of careful economic doc- 
toring, technical skill and heavy 
capital investment if the country 
is going to be turned into a going 
enterprise.

Dr. Schacht Miffed-—-No One Asks Him What to Do Any More 


Financial Wizard of 


Hitler’s Reich Wants 


Allies to Let Ger- 
many Take Job of 
Building in .Back- 
ward Areas.

JALMAR HORACE 
H creeiey SCHACHT, finan- 

cial wizard of the Nazi regime 
who was acquitted at the Nuern- 
berg war crimes trials, says he is 
willing to put his economic knowl- 
edge at the service of the forth- 
coming West German government. 
He seeks no political post and in- 
tends to avoid politics, but he is 
not only ready, but eager to put 
his financial theories at the serv- 
ice of Germany’s political leader- 
ship of the future. 

At 72, and after nearly four 
years of Nazi and then western 
Allied imprisonment, Dr. Schacht 
has come back an amazing dis- 


tance, 
In Village of 4000. 


Dr. Schacht is now comfortably 
installed in a small converted 
apartment of the Bleckede castle 
dominating a tiny village of 4000. 
He is working to formulate his 
ideas on how to save Germany 
from economic catastrophe. 

During an interview, he held 
himself to be considerably miffed 
that as yet his economic and fi- 
nancial advice has not been sought 
by top western statesmen. 

“I admit that I am a failure po- 


litically,” Schacht averred, “but I| 


think that I know something 
about finance. At least I have a 
lot of ideas about a solution for 
Germany. Why have not McCloy, 
or Harriman, or:Clay sent some- 
one to talk to me and at least 
hear my ideas? These ideas should 
be at least. discussed and it can 
then be seen whether they have 
merit.” 

He showed considerable irrita- 
tion at the suggestion that the 
world publie—and probably Mc- 
Cloy and Harriman—might con- 
tinue to be wary of him because 
of his association with the Nazi 
regime. 

To Take Industrial Post. 

The white-haired but astonish- 
ingly healthy and vigorous econo- 
mist disclosed that he plans to 
take an important post in German 
industry as soon as he can. 

“T have to earn some money,” 
he exclaimed. “I already have 
spent all I made on my previous 
book in renovating this apartment 
(a former hayloft). 

Dr. Schacht’s first book, the 
postwar best seller, is entitled 
“My Settlement with Hitler.” It 
sold nearly 300,000 copies and re- 
portedly netted him more than 
45,000 west marks. This is a siz- 
able sum in Germany. While 
waiting for final denazification 
trials and in hopes of replenish- 
ing his exchequer further, he has 
completed a second book, this one 
purely on economics, outlining his 
economic formula for saving Ger- 
many and Europe from financial 
catastrophe. 

In the preamble to “Settlement 
with Hitler,” Schacht observed, 
“Financial independence ig a. prin- 
cipal prerequisite for every lead- 
ing statesman.” 

His reference to himself as a 
leading statesman was written 


while he was still an inmate of | 


Ludwigsburg prison. He passed 
two ‘years at Ludwigsburg on or- 
ders of the Wurttemburg denazifi- 
cation ministry which later ac- 
quitted him. His internment at 
Ludwigsburg came directly after 
an acquittal by the .international 
tribunal. at Nuernberg.

_ His plan to reconstruct German 
economy, which he has kept se- 
cret until now, calls for the as- 
signment to western Germany of 
mammoth projects such as the ir- 
rigationsof huge areas of Africa 
or the electrification of India, to 
be undertaken under President 
Truman’s program of aid to back- 
ward areas. 

In Schacht’s words: 

“Creation of these projects

Schacht believes that his plan 
would pay for itself—‘“take Ger- 
many off the subsidy, and put it 
in a position to earn its own liv- 
ing.” The details will not be dis- 
closed until the publication of his 
25,000-word book on the subject in 
about two months. 


“It is up to America to seize 
upon imaginative and broadly 
scoped plans to pull the western 
world through its economic diffi- 
culties,” he said. “America must 
recognize its modern role in his- 
tory and take the leadership in 
economic affairs, and there should 
be a “Pax Americana” for this 
century, similar to the “Pax Bri- 
tanica” that prevailed in the era 
when Great Britain by virtue of 
its trading and commercial su- 
premacy dominated world affairs,” 

Unless drastic measures are 
taken to solve Germany’s need 
for markets, the next few years 
will find the western half of this 
nation in great economic distress, 
he maintained. It is his convic- 
tion that “unless Germany finds 
markets abroad sufficient to per- 
mit a decent, standard of living, 
economic pressures will inevitably 
drive the country into making a 
deal with the Russians.”

ICILY, home of the Mafia, is a flinty, arid arrowhead of an 
island seared by a sun more African then Italian. Here the rich 
are few and the poor are legion and the soil is as weak as the 


vine is strong. It is a land of booted barons and pauper peasants, 
long-haired goats and sweetfaced donkeys, also skinny underfed 
children, solemn women in black and dark, dour men in caps and 
shirtsleeves who seem to shave only on Sundays. 


The island has contributed to 
the well-being of other lands with 
its sulfur and wine, oranges and 
lemons, olives and cork, but Sicily 
is famed mostly for another ex- 


port—gangsters. 

This, decent Sicilians deplore, 
but, as we shall see, there is no 
help for it—this island has on it 
the curse of corruption and pov- 
erty. % 

At present there is being played 
out in Sicily’s setting of barren 
mountains, scabrous villages, re- 
mote ravines and idyllic valleys a 
drama as native as the cacti and 
the palms of its quasi-tropical 


climate. Perhaps in the telling of 
it I may convey, too, the story of 
this tragic island, colonized by the 
ancient Greeks, conquered succes- 
sively by Romans, Saracens, Nor- 
mans and Spaniards, each of 
whom have left traces and monu- 
ments of their cultures, but each 
of whom, also, deposited in the 
polyglot Sicilian bloodstream their 
vices and corruptions. 

The central character is a re- 
putedly handsome, wavy-haired 
young man of 27 named Salvatore 
Giuliano. He is a ruthless killer 
credited, in five years of banditry, 
with the murder of 74 pursuing 
policemen and 84 civilians, 

The raids and robberies, mur- 
ders and kidnapings are real 
enough, but that they are all 
perpetrated by Giuliano and/or 
his band is sheer journalistic con- 
jecture. 

They are the work of a power 
greater than Giuliano—the Mafia 
—and long after Interior Minister 
Mario Scelba’s police kill some 
desperado indentifiable as the ter- 
ror of Montelepre that organiza- 
tion wil continue to operate. For 
the Mafia, in the centuries since 
its birth under the Saracens and 
its lusty manhood under. the 
Spaniards, is as much a part of 
the Sicilian scene as the: byzantine 
columns of its churches and the 
baroque of the villas of Baghieria. 

It is the Mafia and not Giuliano 
which is responsible for the pres- 
ence in Sicily today of nearly half 
of Italy’s total available police 
force, and Scelba, himself a Si- 
cilian, knows this. Scelba also 
knows, or should, that until the 
government of Rome resolves the 
conditions which breed the Mafia, 
Sicily will remain a ravaged land, 


its highways and trails unsafe for 
peace-loving people. . 

What are those conditions? 
They are identical with those 
which plague all Italy south of 
Rome, and Spain and wherever 
Spain planted its flag in the New 
World—corruption, the son of pov- 
erty, which is, in turn, the - 
maiden of landlessness. 


Fe Society on Island. 

Sicily today is what it has been 
for five centuries, a feudal so- 
ciety. “We kiss thy hands, thy 
lordship” is still the greeting of 
the massaro, the sharecropper, as 
he lifts his cap to the barone, the 
landowner. Of massari and their 
families there are 4,500,000, far 
more than the largely unarable. 
land can decently support. The 
baroni may be 
small hundreds. 

Between peasant and baron, 
down through the centuries, has 
existed a hatred as deep and as 
hot as the bowels of Mount Aetna 
itself. This antagonism opened 
the door—probably in the twelfth 
century, for the word Mafia de 
rives from the Arabic mahias, 
meaning tough guy—to one of the 
earliest “protective” organizations 
in gangster history. : 

Whenever he could, the poverty- 
stricken peasant stole from his 
overlord and fled to the. remote 
ravines of the barren hills and 


mountains inland protected by the . 


inaccessibility of his hideout and 
by the silence of his family and 
friends. 

The Mafia, offering the barons 


“protection” from such depreda- 


tion, was a natural consequence. 
fia Protects Bandit. 

Because Giuliano is protected by 
the Mafia and its blood-code of 
secrecy, and because Scelba is 
fighting something bigger than a 
man and a gang. He is fighting 
something that has become a 
political power, the Mafia. . 

And if the charges of the Left 
are true, Scelba, a Christian 
Democrat, must be hunting his 
man with mingled emotions. Ac- 
cording to the outspoken Com- 
munists, at least, the Christian 
Democrats solicited Giuliano’s aid 
in the island elections in 1947 and 
the national voting in 1948. Giuli- 
ano is said to own documents 
proving such solicitation, but it 
is probably merely a coincidence 
that the bandit’s hometown, Mon- 
telepre, turned in a heavy ma- 
jority for the government’s party 
a year ago last April.

The Faculty of Attention 
and Its Decline in Our Time 


Reading and Writing

NE of the most interesting 
and mcst disturbing articles 


in the 25th anniversary num- 


ber of the Saturday Review of 
Literature bears the significant 
title: “The Decline of Atten- 
tion.” Clifton Fadiman, its au- 
thor, says in effect that the pub- 
lic is becoming less and less cap- 
able of entering into the world 
of art and thought; that the 
‘faculty of attention is being par- 
alyzed or diverted by attractions, 
distractions and deliberate ap- 
peals, en masse, to lazy minds. 

Tke phenomenon, he notes, 
is not new. As far back as 
1802 William Wordsworth was 
alarmed by the operation of 
forces that blunted “‘the dis- 
criminating powers of the mind” 
and Henry James, a hundred 
years later, charged that “the 
faculty of attention” had utterly 
vanished from the Anglo-Saxon 
mind. If the degree of inatten- 
tion, remarked by James and 
Wordsworth and perhaps by oth- 
ers before them, were the same 
in every period there would be 
little reason for being disturbed 
by it now. Mr. Fadiman doesn’t 
even mention such a comforting 
possibility. “It seems fairly clear’”’ 
he says, “that in our time the 
attrition of one kind of attention 
—the ability to read prose and 
poetry of meaning and substance 
-——-is becoming more and more 
widespread.” 

As evidence he cites the 
growth of digests, the pulps, the 
picture magazines, the weekly 
news catalogues and the smooth- 
paper monthly mammoth whose 
characteristics are brevity, su- 
perficiality, over -simplification, 
the emphasis on timeliness, 
planned; non-literary English, 
the avoidance of abstract ideas, 
the emphasis on “personalities” 
(not personality) and so on. He 
could have made something of a 
case, I think, with but one ex- 
ample: the colossal circulation of 
the Reader’s Digest. The word 
Digest is tremendously signifi- 
cant. It suggests a process in 
which reading matter is prepared 
for consumption like a baby’s 
formula. The editors assume, in 
brief, that millions of readers 
have an infant’s short span of 
attention. And now, as Mr. 
Fadiman points out the pre- 
digesting process is being carried 
a step farther. A _ periodical 
called Quick which proposes to 
digest the digests has come into 
existence. 

* 2 * 

HE decline of attention, says 
T= Fadiman, can be related 

to two main causes—nation- 
alism and _ industrialism. To 
make the connection of cause 
and effect closer he might have 
isolated the salient feature of 
modern American industrialism. 
This is the mass production prin- 
ciple which can operate at the

lowest possible unit cost. In the 
production of things-»commodi- 
ties like shoes and automobiles 
-——this principle can multiply the 
number of products without low- 
ering their quality. In the realm 
of the arts, the ingredients of 
thought and beauty tend to be- 
come progressively weaker as 
production is geared to a larger 
demand. Editors of mass publi- 
cations address their contents to 
the least informed and least sus- 
ceptible of their readers as a 
matter of course. 

Mr. Fadiman doesn’t blame 
the producers of mass literature 
nor any others who make a busi- 
ness of catering to torpid minds. 
Why should he, even though it 
might be shown that by gratify- 
ing a dull appetite one tends to 
confirm it? As he rightly admits 
“the appeal to inattention is as 
natural a development of our 
culture as the mass-produced 
washing machine.” If one man 
refused to supply a known de- 
mand another would. 

What then is our fate and our 
predestined goal? Is it the com- 
pletely functional society in 
which nobody reads anything 
that’s not connected with the 
production and consumption of. 
goods or the routine necessities 
of physical survival; in which all 
the arts, have become mere en- 
tertainment and our educational 
apparatus is no more that a vast 
trade school? To indicate, even 
thus briefly, the outlines of such 
a society is enough to convey its 
grimness. Anybody can fill in 


the details. 
M lieve that his process of de- 
humanization will be carried 
to its possible conclusion. ‘“‘Mind- 
man has not fought his last 
battle’ he says. Presumably a 
revolt will occur somewhere, but 
it’s hard to take comfort from a 
hope that rests on such vague 
foundations. 

I agree with Mr. Fadiman, 
however, that there are natural 
limits to the tendency he has 
noted and described. What must 
be realized is that the growth of

There is no such thing as an 
unpremeditated murder...

Evil acts, it is true, are 
sometimes committed on 
the spur of the moment = 
in the heat of passion.

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mental torpor affects not only 
the fine arts but every kind of 
activity that involves the painful 
necessity of bringing the mind 
into focus. If reading the Digest 
of Digests take too much effort, 
the increasingly inattentive pub- 
lic may demand a bulletin writ- 
ten in sign language. And since 
even that would demand a cer- 
tain concentration, the business 
of communicating information 
might be surrendered to a limited 
group of specialists. When that 
happened there wouldn't be 
enough capacity for judgment 
left in humankind even to op- 
erate its machines. But before it 
happened humanity would have 
died off of boredom. Further de- 
terioration, however, is certainly 
conceivable. Society could still 
function with the faculty of at- 
tention even weaker than now. 

Who is to prevent a further 
decline? Mr. Fadiman exculpates 
the schools as well as the indus- 
trialists since they too are “in- 
struments of society” and not its 
masters. I believe, nevertheless, 
that three agencies, the schgol, 
the ehurch and the home must, 
out of necessity, be charged with 
the task of stemming the drift 
toward non-culture since they 
are the only ones that can do it. 
The school, says Mr, Fadiman, 
cannot be an instrument of re- 
volt. Well some schools, if not 
in revolt, are swimming against 
the tide. Robert Hutchins has 
called for a system of education 
that actually educates a student 
before it permits him ‘to special- 
ize and has laid the groundwork 
for such a system at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Antioch College 
insists on a broad ‘basis of gen- 
eral learning before vocational 
training. A number of other 
colleges and lower schools have 
continued the emphasis on men- 
tal discipline and the humanities.

F there is a higher degree

ago it is not because the spe- 
cies has undergone a biological 
change. That being so, one may 
believe it is still possible to im- 
pose on children a system of 
habits that will enable them to 
examine the world about them, 
to classify evidence, to reach in- 
dependent judgments and to 
make some effort to form a 
vision of God and the Universe. 
The faculty of attention declines 


when it is not exercised. So does 


every other faculty. 

A revival of discipline—of an 
insistence on mental exercise 
leading toward the grasp of ideas 
—would not change the func- 
tional operations of industry 
which is naturally geared to lo- 
cating demands and supplying 
them. But it might fortify and 
extend the demand for some- 
thing more than goods. 

If the school, the home and 
the church are powerless to ar- 
rest the Decline of Attention 
then it must take its course.

Taking his title from these al- 
most bibical words of Gene Debs 
himself in 1918, a young former 
employe of the Chicago Tribune 
has written what is far and away 
the best book about the lovable, 
human leader of men who was 
five times the nominee of the 
Socialists for the presidency.

ly a satiric essay, inter- 


spersed with character sketches, /

The characters are experiment- 
ing with a Utopian colony on the 
order of Brook Farm or Rugby. 
One of the most cleverly sketched 
is Joe Lockman, a manufacturer; 
“although he voted the Repub- 
lican ticket, he had long been of 
the opinion that there was too 
much selfishness in the world.” 

In Utopia he remained an 
anomaly, for he was “too much 
of a novice in intellectual circles 
to distinguish conversation as an 
authorized branch of labor,” He 
“had spent 30 years beating his 
competitors to the jump. Joe's 
intentions toward Utopia were al- 
ready formidable; honoring its 
principles of equality and frater- 
nity, he was nevertheless deter- 
mined to get more out of it than’ 
anyone else.

Seven burrlaries at business es- 
tablishments, mostly taverns, in 
St. Louis, Affton and Ferguson in 
the last several weeks have been 
solved with the arrest of three St.

And it’s $15,000 worth of loot, in 


Watching Spider 
Spin Silken Web 


By Leonard Hall 


"VE a crick in my neck. Last night after supper, Mama and I 

sat on the west terrace to rest awhile and watch the sunset 

and the cattle grazing out along the ridge. Color spread 

across the hills behind Bess Williams’s farm and a smal) breeze 

! came to stir the leaves in 
the maple trees. 

Two mockingbirds played 
tag across the yard, using 
the old New Orleans street 
lamp in the flower garden 
as home base. Overhead the 
chimney swifts made their 
graceful rounds and a single 
nighthawk, hunting insects 
on swift wings, was silhou- 
etted against the sky. Our 
songbirds, at this season, 
seem to turn in early and 
do their singing in the hour 
of dawn. 

Not so the garden toad, 
which pipes up with his 
amazingly sweet trill, and 
the hyla crucifer, the small 
tree toad, whose singing has 
a nostalgic note’ for anyone 
raised in the country. Au-

insects, the pale green katydids, cicadas and field crickets, do 
their best singing in a chorus which swells louder as darkness 
falls,

We were enjoying these sights and sounds and 
the coolness which steals down our valley at sunset, 
when a small object fell past my chair, catching my 
attention out of the corner of an eye. Suddenly it came 
past again, but this time moving upward. We soon 
identified it; a small brownish-gray garden spider of 
the family of orb weavers which spins a new web each 
night.

@ WE'VE WATCHED IT BEFORE AND EVEN REPORTED 
it in this column; yet if there is any more wonderful perform- 
ance in nature than this one, I'd be hard put to name it. This 
small spider was ambitidus, for the web supports were swung 
a full six feet; down from the eaves to a porch chair, then back 
up to the wires where the power line enters the house. And 
the spot it has selected for its nightly spinning is just outside 
the kitchen window where the light will be certain to attract 
a plentiful supply of insects, 

Darkness had fallen by the time the spider was ready for 
a real start, so we brought a flashlight and played it on the 
small creature as it worked. Such an industrious and business- 
like performance you never saw. Once the anchoring strands 
of web had been spun, it started work on the radial strands, 
crossing these in the center at a small anchorage which looked 
like @ knot of silken thread. Later we determined that there 
were 24 of these radial strands, nor did the spider stop for 
even a moment when it had finished these. 

> ee Ok 
@ NEXT STEP WAS TO WEAVE THE NET itself, and 
round and round it went, spinning with incredible rapidity. 
Ag the newly spun strands appeared, they glistened in our beam 
of light, then gradually became duller. Perhaps a dozen trips 
were made around the circumference of the web, with strands 
fastened.a quarter-inch apart. 

Then additional strands were strung and fastened between 
these and the whole process repeated again and again until 
the center of the web was reached. We estimated the web to be 
60 inches in circumference and that the spider had made 60 to 
80 trips around it, each trip slightly shorter than the one before, 
until it reached the center; and that every strand must be 
fastened 24 times on each round to the radial supports,

The moment the web was finished, the spider 
became motionless in its center; nor was it long before 
small insects began to find their way into the net so

BALTIMORE, Aug. 20. 

OR two weeks now, police have 

sought in vain for a solution 

to the bizarre murder of Mrs. 
Emma A. Kefalos, 55-year-old me- 
dium, who told fortunes from a 
crystal ball, dabbled in voodoo and 
diapensed love potions and magic 
philtres from her garishly fur- 
nished, raspberry-tinted Fleet 
street flat near the Baltimore wa- 
terfront. . 

On the steaming Monday after- 
noon of Aug. 8, the fat, friendly 
widow, who called herself a spir- 
itualist, was found dead in her 
fortune-telling nein She 
been brutally ten, strangled 
with a cord yanked from her 
waffle iron, and trussed wi 
seven feet of clothesline. 

Her three-room flat was a sham- 
bles. Scattered about the place 
among overturned furniture and 
contents of dresser drawers were 
boxes of “scat powder” and 
“graveyard dust,” bottles of 
“doves’ blood oil” and packages of 
incense. There were talismans 
guaranteed to aid in affairs of 
the heart and others promising 
help in the development of occult 
powers. And there was also Mrs. 
Kefalos’s crystal ball on an or- 
nate stand and a curious paper 
doll figure of a man suspended 
head down by string inside a 
small bottle. 

Viewing the condition in which 
Mrs. Kefalos’s slayer left the flat, 
police came to the fast conclusion 
that the Fleet street “sorceress” 
had been murdered when she sur- 
prised a burglar in her abode. 
But before Emma Kefalos’s body 
reached the city morgue, the 
lice had changed their minds. r, 
searching through the tumbled 
contents of the, flat, they discov- 
ered $500 wrapped in a blue hand-« 
kerchief, $1400 in postal stamps, 
four diamond rings, and $68 in 
small bills in a dresser drawer. 
Obviously, the motive for murder 
Was not money. 

Next day, during a second 
search of the flat, police scrutin- 
ized the effigy of the man in the 
bottle and discovered that it bore 
a name. A Baltimore magician who 
claimed to have studied voodoo 
customs announced that the up- 
side-down position of the doll in 
the bottle is supposed to induce 
heart failure. Soon, police took 
into custody a Greek restaurant 
Proprietor named Mike Pappas. 
But Pappas convinced police that 
he was no more than a friend of 
the dead woman’s husband and 
that the business of his name be- 
ing on the doll in the bottle was 
all Greek to him. Pappas was re- 


leased, 
T ist friends and acquaintances 

of Mrs. Kefalos. They heard 
strange tales that Mrs. Kefalos 
had been frightened of her life, 
but got little information about 
the person whom she might have 
feared. They also listened to 
stories that Mrs. Kefalos had 
found a “burning image” tossed 
into her hallway and a “skull and 
cross bones” painted on the steps 
of her rear-entrance flat. 

Mrs. M. A. Gilleland, also a 
widowed spiritualist, disclosed 
that she had had a premonition 
that harm was to befall Mrs. 
Kefalos. “I told her to get out of 
that neighborhood before some- 
thing happened to her,” Mrs. Gil- 
leland said. 

Red-haired Mrs. Barbara Burns, 
another medium, whom Mrs. 
Kefalos herself often consulted,

Another Baltimore medium an- 
nounced; “I am certainly going to 
try to find a clue to the murderer.

HEN Mrs. Kefalos’s body was 
W tounc by Nick Dritsas, who 

operates a short-order restau- 
rant on the ground floor of the 
building which she owned and in 
which she was murdered, her flat 
was still heavy with “magic” in- 
cense. Dritsas owed Mrs. Kefalos 
$5 back rent and bad come to pay 
it. When he reached the head of 
the stairs leading to her flat he 
saw her sprawled on the floor, 
dead. Dritsas ran downstairs and 
called police. 

Exhaustive questioning of neigh- 
bors has established the few 
meager facts that Mrs. Kefalos 
was seen putting out her garbage 
at seven o’clock on the morning 
of the day she was murdered; 
that she bought a spool of thread 
and a 98 cent slip in a dry goods 
store in her waterfront neighbor- 
hood; that she received two wom- 
en visitors and another woman 
and man during the morning, and 
that at noon she was last seen 
with an unidentified woman walk- 
ing down Fleet street toward the 
public market. 

From the time Emma Kefalos 
and her unidentified woman friend 
left her flat, until 5:30 in the after- 
noon, when Mike Dritsas found 
her dead, there is no trace of the 
murdered medium’s movements. 
Police say it is one of the most 
fantastic mysteries in the annals 
of Baltimore crime. 

Delving into the fat Emma’s 
past, it was learned that her spir- 
itualist business brought her a 
good income. Gullible souls paid 
her $3 for a 45-minute peek into 
their past and prediction of their 
future. She took in from $10 to $15 
a’ day in “readings,” she had con- 
fided in friends. 

After hearing of the murder of 
Mrs. Kefalos, a young Baltimore 
professional woman recalled “a 
spooky visit” she and two friends

had paid to the medium’s flat a 
short time before the murder. 

“We got out in front of that 
little door and went into the alley,” 
the young woman told police. “It 
surely was spooky.

The young woman said that for 
her reading, Mrs. Kefalos just 
rambled on about having just ac- 
quired false teeth and abouf 
trouble with her boy friends. 

“What little she did tell me 
about my past life was all wrong,” 
the young woman said, “but I en- 
joyed it.” 

Apparently Mrs. Kefalos did a 
neat business in “magic” potions 
to supplement her income as a 
fortune teller. And she appar- 
ently.was something of a student 
of the occult. On her coffee table 
police found books bearing such 
titles as: “The Sixth and Seventh 
Books of Moses, Magic,” “Incense 


.and Herbs,” “The Seven Keys to 


Power,” “Herb and Oil Magic,” 
“Book of Nature” and “Marriage 
Guide,”

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Marriage of English Typist to Afri- 
can Tribal Heir Has Stirred Up 
Enough Controversy to Give British 
Colonial Office a Major Headache

LONDON, Aug. 20. 

HE marriage of Ruth Wil- 
T liams, a 24-year-old London 

typist, and Seretse Khama, 27- 
year-old chief-designate of an Af- 
rican tribe, has kicked up dust 
and salt water all the way from 
Johannesburg to the British Colo- 
nial Office in London. A solemn 
judicial inquiry is now under way 
to determine if Seretse is to be 
permitted to become chieftain of 
100,000 Bamangwatos in Bechuan- 
aland, on the northern border of 
South Africa. 

If it were simply a case of a 
white woman marrying a black 
man, Ruth and Seretse, with mi- 
nor difficulties, could no doubt 
live happily ever after. London 
pays little attention to such 
matches. White women and their 
black husbands are frequently 
seen in the streets, in public con- 
veyances, in restaurants and have 
no trouble finding a place to live. 

But Ruth and Seretse are deter- 
mined to reign over a pastoral 
people in the wilds of Africa and 
they don’t care how much trouble 
it causes. Along with their deter- 
mination, the record does not show 


_that either Ruth or Seretse is 


overly bright. I talked with one 
of Ruth’s classmates at a London 
high school and was told she had 
never distinguished herself in her 
studies; her interest was mainly 
in boys and dancing parties. 

As for Seretse, he was obliged to 
leave Balliol College at Oxford 
University because he could not 
keep up with his studies. Just 
why he went to Oxford at all is 
one of those mysteries of British 
colonialdom, since the job of tribal 
chieftain in a desert country teem- 
ing with baboons and hyenas 
would not seem to call for a high 
degree of book learning. 

When the going got rough for 
Seretse at Oxford, he wrote a 
rather plaintive letter to his un- 
cle in Serowe, the mud-hut capital 
of Bechuanaland, reading: “I’m 
sorry you are so far away, as oc- 
casions arise when I find myself 
in need of your advice, I hope I 
shall not continue to make as 
many mistakes as I have made 
up to now.” '

Lacking the 
ready counsel of his uncle, Ser- 
etse would have done well to con- 
sult the English equivalent of 
Martha Carr. — 
‘Seretse’s uncle, Tshekedi Kha- 
ma, is regent of the tribe of Ba- 
mangwatos, serving as chief while 
his nephew attempts to qualify 
for the job. He had brought’ up 
the boy and treated him like a 
son, but now he would like to 
wallop him with a limb from one 
of the camelhorn trees that grow 
in Serowe’s market. place. 

When Tshekedi heard of the 
marriage, he said: “I am disin- 
heriting Seretse from this min- 
ute.” And he promised, if. Seretse 
became chief, to go into exile, tak- 
ing with him all money, all cat- 
tle and all movable property. 
Seemingly, that would leave noth- 
ing but 100,000 Bamangwatos. 

Ruth’s plight, from a London 
girl’s point of view, is just about 
as bad. Her father, an average 
English traveling salesman, says: 
“I have forbidden my .daughter 
to come here when I am in the 
house and I, for one, shall have 
nothing more to do with her, I

warned her of this before her 
marriage. I have never seen her 
husband and have nothing against 
him. I blame Ruth entirely for 
this marriage., 

But this does not phase the bull- 
headed Ruth, any more than does 
the loss of her friends, the warn- 
ings of many well-meaning advis- 
ers or the fact that curiosity-seek- 
ers have caused her to be prac- 
tically barricaded in her furnished 
room at Notting Hill Gate, a sub- 
urb of London. As Seretse mills 
around South Africa trying to cap- 
ture his chieftainship, Ruth sits in 


her room saying little except to 
issue defiant statements. 

One of her acquaintances says 
that she seems, determined to go 
to Beuchuanaland, “no matter 
what risks or ordeals she would 
have to face. She is a girl of im- 
mense courage and independence, 
and is obviously very much in love 
with her husband.” To which 
Ruth adds: “Seretse writes to me 
twice a week but he has been very 
non-committal. Most of his letters 
are about the things that lovers 
write to one another. I know he 
will never leave me and I shall 
stand with him. That is the mean- 
ing of the wedding service.”

UTH has.been warned aplenty. 
k She has been told that her life 

may be endangered by voodoo, 
and certainly voodoo and witch- 
craft are practiced in wild and 
primitive Bechuanaland. She will 
be ostracized not only by native 
women but by white women who 
may be living in the area, such 
as wives of officials or mission- 
aries. It might be her lot to dig 
potatoes in the fields and to tote 
water jugs on her blonde head. 
There would be no one for her to 
turn to in time of trouble. 

To all this Ruth replies she is 
convinced she has the right tem- 
perament to succeed as chieftain- 
ess of 100,000 people. 

Serowe, Seretse’s home town, is 
a city of mud huts, hot and hu- 
mid, many miles from the railway. 
The huts are grouped behind 
stockades in family units. Baboons 
roam the countryside and trails 
take the place of roads. Trans- 
port is by ox-wagon. Water is 
scarce and it must be carried from 
the ‘wells. There are no shops, 
electricity, newspapers, movies or 
restaurants. There is, of course, no 
sanitation, The most popular form 
of entertainment is tribal dancing, 
but this is done mostly by the 
men. There is no bank and bar- 
ter is the means of exchange. 
There are supposed to be three 


‘more or less modern houses in 


Serowe, but they are owned by 
the indomitable Tshekedi Khama, 
who would no doubt consider them 
“movable property” if Seretse’s 
white wife moves to Serowe. 
When told the facts of life in 
Serowe, Ruth’s eyes—she has one 
brown one and one green one— 
flash and she loses her temper. 
She does not give vent niuch more 
to the infectious laugh that used 
to amuse her schoolmates. 

She says flatly: “The tribe has 
accepted me. It is not the tribe 
which is against me. It is the 
white people of South Africa. They 
need something to knock them off 
the little pedestals that they have 
set themselves on.” 

Seretse yesses statements like 
these and adds, with a trifle less

confidence, “Where 
have failed, Ruth, with her charm 
and beauty may succeed. When 
they see how lovely she is, I am 
certain they will fall for her, just 
as I did.” Perhaps the Bamang- 
wotos may find Ruth lovely, but 
she won no beauty prizes in Lon- 
don. 

It is true the tribe has accepted 
Seretse’s white wife. Last month, 
the former Oxford’ student went to 
Serowe to confront his irate uncle 
and to seek approval from his fel- 
low-Bamangwotos. There was a 
four-day parley under the camel- 
thorn trees—four days is the least 
time for the tribe to make a deci- 
sion. When finally it was time to 
act, Seretse demanded that all 
those who oppose his marriage 
stand up and be counted. A- few 
got up. Seretse counted them and 
scornfully announced that only 40 
were opposed. 

Then he roared: “Stand up those 
of you who will accept my wife.” 
The remainder of the 6000 dele- 


gates to this strange convention 


then rose with wild whoops. The 
crestfallen Tshekedi was a poor 
loser. “The decision,” he said, “has 
been reached by mob law. In olden 
times, there would have been civil 
war among us. Now there is civil 
war without firearms. This child, 
Seretse, has hurt me. If he per- 
sists in ,bringing his white wife, 
I shall fight him to the end.” 

At first, Tshekedi decided to go 
into exile, taking with him his 40 
cronies. One of these is a sub- 
chief named Bathoen, who told 
Seretse, “If. you bring this white 
woman, the tribe will scatter, and 
you will be chief only of these 
bare poles in the market place.

Mohoeng, who insists: “If Se- 
retse wants to marry and light the 
family fire, it must be done ac- 
cording to custom.” Instead, says 
blind Peto, “Seretse has broken 
the family water pot.” Evidently, 
in the arid wastes of Bechuana- 
‘land, anyone who breaks the fam- 
ily water pot has committed the 
ultimate crime. 

Tshekedi has thought better of 
his exile, for the time being. After 
the tribe gave its decision, Tshe- 
kedi went to Pretoria and pre- 
sented to Sir Evelyn Baring, Brit- 
ish High Commissioner in South 
Africa, a petition demanding a 
judicial inquiry into what Uncle 
T. calls “a constitutional crisis.” 

Sir Evelyn sent a long report on 
the matter to Philip Noel-Baker, 
Commonwealth Relations Minister, 
whereupon the British Govern- 
ment ordered the judicial inquiry. 
Sir Walter Harragin, former Chief 
Justice of the Gold Coast, will pre- 
side, and the hearing will prob- 
ably be held at Mafeking. Mean- 
time, Bechuanaland’s treasury has 
been impounded by the British, the 
law courts taken over and what- 
ever governmental duties remain 
are under the supervision of Un- 
cle Tshekedi. 

Ordinarily, African tribes under 
British protectorates—as is Bechu- 
analand—have the right to choose 
their own chiefs. But Sir Evelyn 
acted under a 1943 proclamation 
stating that “where any doubt 
arises whether the chief-desigaate 
is, under native custom, the right-

South Africa. The church adopted 
a resolution expressing disappro- 
val of the doctrine of equality 
and assimilation between whites 
and non-whites which it said was 
“calculated to promote the down- 
fall of Christian civilization in 
South Africa.” 

A calmer view was expressed in 
an official statement from the 
British Colonial Office: “The Gov- 
ernment does not approve of ra- 
cial. discrimination. The case of 
Seretse Khama and his wife will 
not be decided on racial grounds, 
and protests on such grounds 
would not be acceptable.” 

Nevertheless, the racial troubles 
in South Africa, brought about by 
the repressive polices of the Ma- 
lan Government, may spread and 
grow more violent if Ruth takes 
over as Queen. In a characteristic 


‘British statement, a London news- 


paper comments that Ruth’s “ac- 
cession would be as much a tradi- 
tion-breaker in Africa as would 
that of a woman, or even a pro- 
fessional cricketer, becoming pres- 
ident of the M.C.C.” (The M.C.C, 
is Marylebone Cricket Club, Brit- 
aff’s most exclusive group of its 
kind.) 

Aside from formal opposition to 
Ruth in South Africa, private opin- 
ion is expressing itself. There is 
considerable feeling in Mafeking 


against Seretse’s white wife, and. by 


already four hotelkeepers have in- 
formed protectorate officials there 
wil be no accommodation for her 
if she arrives with her husband. 

The South African Bureau of 
Race Affairs has “deplored” the 
decision of the tribe to accept 
Seretse as chief despite his re- 
fusal to give up his white wife. 
South Africa, the bureau declares, 
is vitally interested in Bechuana- 
land and, if the British sanction

QOKS of varied appeal to gal- 

lery-goer and artist have ap- 

Peared in the last season. Al- 
though most of these are not the 
typicablight fare prepared for the 
summer hammock trade, unhur- 
ried perusal of some of them, at 
least, can lead to a deepening of 
appreciation that is surely more 
rewarding than the killing of 
timé. And if you grow tired of 
reading you can always look at 
the pictures, which many an artist 
prefers to do anyway, particularly

There are 100 pictures in “The

chosen to make up a survey of 
Dutch painting as well as to pro- 
vide reproductions of all works on 
which Fromentin writes with 
some fullness. A new introduc- 
tion by H. Gerson, editor, supplies 
biographical and other informa- 
tion about the author.

THE JUDGMENT on Frans | 


Hals is far out of line, and there 
is a vigorous dislike of impres- 
sionism, but the book is lively and 
highly informative throughout. It 
is refreshing to read of the warm 
enthusiasm which Fromentin, 
painter of Oriental scenery, could 
feel for “the wholesome pursuit 
of realistic painting, which con- 
sidered any subject equally re- 
warding.” 

“Milestones of American Paint- 
ing in Our Century,” by Frederick 
S. Wight (Chanticleer, $5), is re- 
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cent art history at its clearest 
and best. Mr. Wight is director 
of education at ‘the Institute of 
Contemporary Art, Boston, and 
plainly a natural teacher. 

He succinctly tells his story, 
ranging from the Light, or “Ash- 
can School,” to the latest abstract 
style of Philip Guston of the 
Washington University faculty, 
within 16 swift pages. Then he 
exemplifies his chief ideas in 50 
one-page critical and biographical 
sketches of artists, each sketch 
facing a reproduction of a charac- 
teristic painting by the artist un- 
der consiéeration. Twelve pages 
are in color, and in one of these 
City Art Museum is represented 
by the cubist “Glorious Victory of 
the Sloop Maria,” by Lyonel Fein- 


inger.

THE TEXT preserves a nice 
balance between intellectual con- 
tent of paintings—such as satire, 
propaganda and social conscious- 
nese—and technical matter on tex- 
tures and color harmonies. Mr. 
Wight’s work is familiar to City 
Art Museum visitors, for it was 
he who organized last month's 
traveling exhibition of the work 
‘of LeCorbusier called “New World 
of Space” as well as the earlier 
architectural show devoted to 
Louis Sullivan. 

A brisk, sometimes anecdotal 
history of artistic frauds is given 
in “Genuine and False,” by Hans 
Tietze (Chanticleer, $3). Even one 
who is well read in this absorbing 
corner of art history will be enter- 
tained and perhaps deepened in 
his cynicism by the author's pro- 
found knowledge. 

Dr. Tietze, a first-rate author- 
ity in both fields of art indicated 
in his title, covers forgeries from 
the Renaissance to the late Hans 
Van Meegeren, who duped Goer- 
ing, among others. In 75 repro- 
ductions, eight in color, real and 
false pieces are placed side by 
side for comparison. This manner 
of presentation is new in & pro 
jected series of Chanticleer art 
books, of which this volume is. the 
second, the first being H. Ruhe- 
mann’s “Artist and Craftsman.

rich GWhitney Museum, $2), is the 
result’ of a retrospective of the 
artist’s: work held early this year 
at the Whitney, of which Mr. 
Goodrich is associate director. The 
artist has been in the vanguard 
of the modern movement through 
most of its development, and in 
1930 the Museum of Modern Art 
accorded him its first exhibition 
by a living American artist. 

In 37 illustrations covering the 
painter’s development, there is 
stress on his last decade, noted 
for plastic freedom and heightened 
palette. Throughout, there is evi- 
dence of the artist’s sensitive re- 
sponse to the forces that have 
helped create the art of our time. 
The text, running to 58 pages, is 
chiefly critical and appreciative, 
with a brief biographical note and 
a selected bibliography of writings 
by the artist as well as about 
him.

To illustrate: when one makes a’ 
cake and wants fine texture, good 
volume, etc., there must be 
thorough creaming and just so 
much stirring and beating. After 
the shortening and sugar are 
creamed together, if enough 
energy remains, it is no task to 
beat in unbeaten yolks and pro- 
duce a smooth fluffy mass.

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“Mum's the Word!” 


ae eee cee writes 
one of our readers, “which 


the word.’ 

Well, to be authentic, the phrase, 
“Mum's the word,” has been on 
the record for about 250 years. 
However, Shakespeare more than 
once used the word “mum” as a 
synonym for silence. For instance, 
in Henry VI, “Give no words but 
mum.” And in “Measure for 
Measure,” Lucio answers the ad- 
monition not to speak with the 
word, “Mum.” 

In that sense, “mum” was cur- 
rent in the sixteenth century. Al- 
most 50 years before Shakes- 
peare’s usage, John Palsgrave, the 


English compiler, wrote in his 
“Acolastus,” “Mum is counsel.” 

However, for the exact form of 
the modern phrase “Mum’s the 
word,” with all the ear-marks of 
modern American slang, one must 
wait until the turn of the eight- 
eenth century. Then, in Thomas 
Brown’s quaint dissertation on 
coffee-houses, -his “Walks Around 
London,” one finds this: 

“But Mum’s the Word—for who

flict in Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Yugoslavia, and Ro- 
mania has been gathered from 
sources native to those countries. 
It is a story of church-state con- 
flict, ranging from violent suppres- 
gion in Yugoslavia and Romania to 
a careful cat-and-mouse game in 
Poland. 

Yet in every country a remark- 
ably consistent strategical pattern 
emerges. 
* Step-By-Step Method. 

Here is the step-by-step method 
by which the Communists have 
laid seige to the 50,000,000 Cath- 
olics in Eastern Europe: 

1- Avoid until the last attacking 
religion, or the Roman Catholic 
Church, as such. Attack instead 
individuals, high-level church 
leadership and the Vatican. 

2 Strike first in the cities, 
where secular education may 
have weakened faith and indus- 
trialization may have given 
Marxism a start. Attack Jast in 
the country, where the village 
priest is regarded as all-knowing 
and all-powerful, and where sim- 

le, unquestioning religious faith 

strongest. 

3. Set up anti-Vatican “Cath- 
olic” churches and organizations. 

4. Smite the shepherd before 
going among the flock. (In con- 
demning the trail and life im- 
prisonment of Cardinal Josef 
Mindszenty, primate of Hungary, 
Pope Pius XII quoted from Mat. 
XXVI, 31, “I shall strike the 
shepherd and the sheep of the 
flock shall be dispersed.”) 

5. Destroy Catholic schools, and 
thus their effect on coming gen- 
erations. 

6. Separate the church from the 
life of the people by destroying 
the web of church charities, 
orphanages, youth organizations, 
workers organizations and social 
clubs. 

7. Squeeze the church back 
within the portals of its temples 
by wiping out its militant lay 
organization, Catholic Action, 
and the usually allied Catholic 
press. 

8. When all of this has been 
done, with proper breathing 
spells, close the churches. 

Battle Outlined. 

Here is how Polish, Czech, Ro- 
manian, Hungarian and Yugoslav 
sources at the Vatican outlined 
the battle between their church 
and their states: 

Yugoslavia: Yugoslavia is 49 
per cent Orthodox, 39 per cent 
Roman Catholic, 11 per cent Mos- 
lem and 1 per cent Protesant. The 
Roman Catholics are centered in 
Croatia and Slovenia, the Ortho- 
dox in Serbia. 

Yugoslavia wad the first area of 
“frontal attack” on the Roman 
Catholic Church. The condemna- 
tion in September 1946 of Alojzijc 
Stepinac, Archbishop of Zagreb, to 
16 years imprisonment as a war 
criminal was a sign of what was 
to come. ’ 

Before 1945, Tito’s partisans 
were friendly and co-operative 
with the church. Soon after Tito 
came to power this fraternization 


- ended, 


Tito’s First Move. 

Tito’s first big move was to take 
ever Catholic schools. They were 
attended by some 100,000 pupils. 
This was followed by prohibition 
of charitable activities. The Cath- 
olic press was wiped out. Arch- 
bishop Stepinac himself dissolved 
Catholic Action in 1945 because 
known membership was a virtual 
death sentence. 

Yugoslav sources estimate ap- 
proximately 400 priests and nuns 
were killed, many in individual 
clashes, many more in groups of 
from 10 to 20, in monasteries and 
convents. The Bishops of Dubrov- 
nik and Krizevec were among 
those who died. The Orthodox 
Archbishop Germogen, the Protes- 
tant Bishop Dr. Popp and the 
Muslim Mufti Dr. Muftitch were 
also reported slain. At Mostar, 
70 out of 200 priests were said to 
have been killed. 

Today, there are said to be more 
than 300 priests in prisons and 
camps.

There 
was another outburst against the 
Vatican in 1933. 

In 1944, during the rebellion 
against the Germans, laws were 
passed by the énsurgents abolish- 
ing Catholic schools and press. In 
1945, the coalition government un- 
der Liberal Eduard Benes legal- 
ized and partly enforced the rebel- 
lion decrees. After the Communist 
coup of February 1948 the Com- 
munist government had only to 
enforce, vigorously, the laws al- 
ready on the books. It did, clos- 
ing the first phase of the Church- 
State clash by wiping out Catho- 
lic schools, press, lay organizations 
and charities.

No Open Conflict. 

The slogan, to date, is “no open 
conflict.” Officially there is toler- 
ance. No law hag been passed 
abolishing Catholic schools. But 
district prefects have been given 
full powers to proceed as they see 
fit. Thus, there are regions where 
there is still almost complete lib- 
erty for, parochial education, oth- 
ers where church schools have 
been closed. 
The Catholic press has been re- 
duced to two weeklies. Discrimi- 
nation against Catholic Action 
members, particularly in employ- 
ment, means few belong. Divorce, 
anathema to the Roman Catholic 
Church, has been made easy for 
those who do not have children. 
Bishops are not allowed to travel 
tn their dioceses. 
The Archbishop of Pinsk was 
imprisoned when he was involved 
in a conflict with a renter. About 
400 priests have been arrested or 
have disappeared. Almost all of 
these were little known, were un- 
popular with their flocks, or had 
probable war crimes 
against them. 

The churches are open, and 
some Catholic social and chari- 
table organizations still function.

Bramuglia Thought’ He 
Had Commitment, 
Anti-U.S, Feeling Arose 
After No Results. 
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BUENOS AIRES, Aug. 20—Ar- | 
gentia is in the midst of a major 
government reshuffle and is ex- | 
Pperiencing a wave of anti-Ameri-| 
canism because of a series of mis- | 
understandings over Marshall plan 
aid. This, well informed govern- 
ment sources say, and several oth- 
er factors are responsible for the 
resignation of Foreign Minister 
Juan Atilio Bramuglia and events 
that followed. 

Since the beginning of the Mar- 
shall plan, Argentina has been 
anxious to sell meat and grains 
to countries getting Economic Co- 
operation Administration aid. Ar- 
gentina’s idea was that it was to 
be remibursed in United States 
dollars under the program. 

Originally, it proposed shipping 
$200,000,000 worth of produce to 
Europe, Top government officials 
Were given asgurances that every- 
thing possible would be done to 
help Argentina earn dollars 
through such a transaction. 

Bramuglia’s Visit to U.S. 

About a year ago, Bramuglia 
visited the United States to push 
the proposed sale and purchase. 
He was guided around Washing- 
ton by several persons, including 
William Pawley, former Ambassa- 
dor to Brazil, who is now living 
in Miami,. Fla. 

At one point, Bramuglia was 
told by a State Department official 
that the figure should be reduced 
to $100,000,000. Through an inter- 
preter, he was told this and ac- 
cepted it as a commitment of the 
American Government to help 
Arcentina earn that many dollars. 

But under ECA procedure, coun- 
trices getting meat and grains 
make their own purchases at rec- 
ognized world rates. The United 
States then pays for such pur- 
chases. Argentina, however, was 
charging excessive prices for its 
products and some were on lists 
not eligible for third-country pur- 
chases. So Argentina has earned 
no dollars. 

Bramuglia still considered he 
hed a $100,000,000 commitment and 
told President Peron so. But 
nothing materialized. 

Now Argentina is seeing plants 
shut down because it has no dol- 
lars to buy raw products for man- | 
ufacturing. ! 

Bramuglia-Remorino Feud. | 

In the meantime, a feud devel- | 
oped between Bramuglia and Jero- 
nino Remorino, Argentine Ambas- | 
sador to Washington, although | 
Bramuglia was Remorino’s origi- | 
nal political sponsor. 

Senora Eva Duarte de Peron, | 
wife of the President, had been 
feuding with Bramuglia for more 
than two years and Remorino was 
reported to have had his eye on 
Bramuglia’s job. 

As industries closed and dollar 
funds vanished, Bramuglia found 
it extremely difficult to explain 
why the $100,000,000 failed to ma- 
terialize. In some quarters, it 
was taken as a slap against Argen- 
tina that the ECA purchases were 
never made. 

Peron, it {s reported, lost con- 
fidence in his Foreign Minister as 
a result and started finding fault 
with other matters in that depart- 
ment. And he turned to Remorino 
more often for advice. 

Bramulglia, internationally rec- 
ognized as a man of character, 
was through. He was catching it 
from too many sides. He decided 
to get out of public office and 
return to the practice of law. 

Just as a parting shot he took 
a punch at Remorino who last 
week had complained to Peron 
about his (Bramvuglia’s) “private 
dealings” with the United States. 
Remorino challenged Bramuglia 
to a duel. 

The duel didn’t come off. Nor 
did Remorino get the job. Dr. 
Hipolito Jesus Paz _ replaced 
Bramuglia and Remorino, accord- 
ing to the best authority, will re- 
turn to his post in Washington.

Heating of Home an Important 


Me Item Here, Even Though Area 


Local Chain 


Has But Little Extreme Cold .

It seldotn gets to be particu- 
larly cold in Greater St. Louis but, 
from October into May, tempera- 
tures range downward from the 
forties and fifties to an occasional 


i Si zero. So the heating facilities are 


an important item in homebuild- 
. 
Engineering advancements are 
being made constantly in the heat- 
ing field, but probably greater 
strides have been made in home 


heating during and since World 
War II, than in any similar length 
of time prior to the war. Home 
builders are qtick to take advan- 
tage of the advances, once they 
have proven their worth, and vis- 
itors to homes opened during the 
Greater St. Louis Home Festival 
(National Homes Week) Sept. 1l- 
18 will have opportunity to observe 
and compare various heating sys- 
tems, the planning they call for, 
and to determine which best suits 
their own interests. 

Heating of a house involves 
much more than just the place 
where the fire burns. The proper 
placement of pipes and duct-work, 
the pokitions of hot air output 
grilles, of cold air intake, con- 
vectors, or radiators, or of radiant 
panels all enter into the actual 
planning and blueprinting of the 
house by the builder or his archi- 
tect. Nor are these things alone 
involved. The way windows are 
built, how the building is insu- 
lated against both cold and mois- 
ture, and the position of the house 
with relationship to prevailing 
winds all enter into the item of 
heating. These are things repre- 
sentatives of the members of the 
Greater St. Louis Home Builders’ 
Association will be explaining to 
visitors during the festival. 

Builders Keep Alert. 

The builders, themselves, kee 
constantly alert in this field. Only 
last Monday night, at their regu- 
lar meeting, they heard a talk by 
James Worsham, executive secre- 
tary of the Coal Heating Service 
of St. Louis, Inc., on “What the 
Coal Industry Means to You,” and 
saw @ new type of heating unit 
that has been designed by a big 
manufacturer to burn coal, or oil, 
or gas, at will, depending on what 
fuel is more readily available at 
the point where such installation 
is made.

For nineteen years Mr. and 
Mrs. Patri have made their home 
on an old farm in historic Havi- 
land Hollow, settled by Quakers 
at the turn of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. From the State Road, their 
drive leads past a quaint old cot- 
tage and a tidy vegetable garden, 
and winds up the hill to a com- 
fortable, white - painted farm 
house, with a roomy veranda 
across the front.

and giant boulders that were laid 
up by teams of oxen date from 
the colonial period, .too. 

The first flower garden in the 
valley was planted on this farm, 
but not a vestige remained when 
the Patris bought the place, In- 
stead there were piles of rubbish, 
some crumbling old foundations, 
and a number of dilapidated 
barns and buildings. 

It’s a Gypsy Garden. 

Through the years the slopes 
and hillsides around the house 
were transformed into a beautiful 
garden, mainly through the ef- 
forts of Mrs. Patri and a cheerful 
little Italian gardener, named 
Felicil. “We didn’t have a plan, s0 
Felici just took a hoe and we 
made the garden where the land 
let us,” she explained. “We started 
somewhere around the house, and 
just kept pushing it out. We plant 
flowers where they will grow, and 
if a plant is happy here, we are 
glad to have it. If it isn’t happy, 
we just say, ‘goodbye.’ There’s 
no sense in growing things that 
don’t belong, for so many beauti- 
ful plants’ do belong.” 

In the summertime it js, as Mrs. 
Patré aptly puts it, a “gypsy” gar- 
den—gay, colorful and unrestrained 
with wonderful masses of bloom. 
Some parts of the planting were 
laid out in a rather formal de- 
sign, with backgrounds of ever- 
greens and flowering shrubs. Most 
| of the beds aren’t too meticulous 
| and precise, though, for if a flow- 
ler self sows and seems contented 

in a particular spot, Mrs. Patri 
| usually welcomes it. Distinctive 

garden figures, beautifully placed, 

add charm to the planting with- 
| out being obtrusive. Some of these 
|} sculptured pieces came from Italy; 
/ Others were the work of proteges 
| from Angelo Patri’s teaching days, 
| for he was quick to discern latent 
i talent among his pupils. 

The most formal part of the 
planting, between the house and 

the state road, makes ingenious 
use of the foundations of a barn 
and silo. The base if the silo 
was turned into a circular pool, 
enclosed with shrubs and ever- 
greens, with a pensive little figure 
of Pan that looks quite at home 
in this secluded nook. . 

Barn Site Reclaimed. 

The floor of the stable was 
blasted out, but they got tired 
of blasting, Mrs. Patri said, and 
decided to keep some of the old 
stone walls, giving it the effect 
of a sunken garden. For a focal 
point there is an intriguing wall

Collier’s asked questions about the 
size, style, price and features they 
would expect in purchasing a 
home, 

Composite ef Preferences. 

A composite of the majority | 
preferences expressed shows a 
house something like this: 

Ranch-type (65 per cent want 
one). One story (80 per cent). 
Three bedroems (56 per cent). 
Basement (73 per cent). Picture 
window (79 per cent). Fireplace 
(79 per cent). Gas (47 per cent) or 
oil-fired (40 per cent) heating sys- 
tem, with warm air (46 per cent) 
or radiant panel (36 per cent) dis- 
tribution.

N archeological excavation involves much more 
than digging a hole in the ground. Before a 
spadeful of earth is turned, a great deal of 
study goes into selection of a likely site.

valleys above high water level. Surface indications 
of such habitation are sought. Historical records 
sometimes offer clues.
